Taxes throughout the county will. 
be lower this year than last, due to ' 
a cut in the county tax rate by 
county commissioners, as welr~as 
the reduction of the state rate. 


County commissioners in session 


Monday "adopted a new schedule of 
tax rates, Including a 72 cent coun- 
ty rate, compared with a 77 cent 
rat-? for last year-.' This reduction 
of five cents is due to an adjust- 
ment in the rates. The road and 
bridge general tax Is 20 cents, com- 
pared with 25 cents for last year, 
while the road and bridge funding 
account calls for a 10 cent rate Jn- 
stead of B cents. 
But the perma- 


nent improvement fund is cut six 
cents from 25c to 19c, due to less 
demands on that account. The jury 
fund tax rate is !t cents Instead of 
2 cents. 


Road districts have a few changes 


in late, some lower, some higher. 
Consolidated Road District No. 1, 
Mo.ia, remains (it 45 centH; No. 9 
Is cut 5 cents to 40 cents; No. 10
